Winter Storm 
Lashes Midwest, 
Moves Eastward

A winter storm that lashed the 
Midwest with high winds and snow 
struck the Northeast today, and still 
another storm began organizing along 
the eastern slopes of the Rockies. 
Winds up to 50 miles per hour 
whipped snow into blinding clouds in 
the Chicago area, snapping power 
lines and leaving 200,000 homes 
without power for various periods. 
Two deaths in Illinois were related to 
the storm. 
Snow and blowing snow swept areas 
from Michigan to the central and 
northern Appalachians. Rain fell over 
much of New England. 
Gale-force winds churned up the 
Great Lakes and winds were gusting at 
45 miles per hour over much of New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island. 
Gale warnings were posted along the 
Maryland coast. High-wind warnings 
were common in the Eastern states 
and cold winds fanned out over the 
south Atlantic states, 
including 
Florida. 
Two inches of snow dusted Pellston, 
Mich., and an inch fell at spots in Ohio 
and West Virginia. 
Light snow also fell at Denver, and 
at scattered locations in Montana and 
Idaho, but high winds blew the snow 
into drifts in Colorado and reduced 
visibility to near zero in some moun­ 
tain areas. 
Six inches or more of snow was 
expected in some of the Colorado 
mountains during the day. 
Rain and snow showers chilled areas 
from Washington state to the northern 
Rockies. The Southwest had mostly 
clearly skies. 
Energy Corps 
Plan Slated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Energy Office announced today for­ 
mation of an Energy Conservation 
Corps in the six New England states to 
enlist high school and elementary 
students in voluntary efforts to save 
energy. 
The FEO said it has contracted with 
the State Department’s U.S. National 
Commission for UNESCO to set up the 
pilot program, which would be ex­ 
tended to other states next September 
if it is successful. 
Under the 
program, 
each 
par­ 
ticipating high school would send one 
teacher and two students to the nearest 
of 30 regional workshops, to be briefed 
on energy conservation. 
These volunteers then would enlist 
additional 
volunteers 
and 
visit 
elementary schools to pass along the 
energy-saving instructions. 


The storm dumped up to 3 inches of 
wet, 
heavy 
snow in northeastern 
Illinois, and the strong winds left 
debris and death. One woman was 
killed in Chicago when a piece of scaf­ 
folding cut loose in high winds Friday 
and struck her. A 3-year-old boy 
drowned near Bingham, 111., when his 
father’s car stalled on a flooded road. 
Several thousand persons in nor­ 
thern Michigan were without elec­ 
tricity all day Friday and the Clinton 
River at Mount Clemens and Fraser 
was overflowing its banks. 
A full school bus from the West 
Branch-Rose City, Mien., area went off 
the road and hit a ditch, but police said 
no one was injured. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 15 at Grand Forks, N.D., to 70 at 
Miami and Key West, Fla.

2 Held In Murphy Kidnap 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - A self­ 
employed subcontractor and his wife 
have been arrested and charged with 
the kidnaping of newspaper editor Reg 
Murphy, the FBI said today. Murphy 
was released unharmed Friday night. 
Police said the $700,000 ransom was 
recovered today at the home of the 
Lilburn, Ga., couple who were charged 
with the kidnaping. 
“It’s heavy — three suitcasesfull. 
One man couldn’t carry it,’’ said a 
police officer at the scene of the arrest. 
Leo E. Conroy, special agent in 
charge of the FBI office in Atlanta, 
identified those arrested as William 
August Halm Williams, 33, and his 
wife, Betty. 
Murphy, 40, editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution, said upon his release 
Friday night that his kidnapers in­ 
cluded four men and a woman. He said 
they identified themselves as mem­ 
bers of the American Revolutionary 
Army, a previously unheard of, ap­ 
parently 
rightwing 
extremist 
organization. 
The FBI said Williams and his wife 
were arrested at their home in Lilburn, 
in Gwinnett County 
on 
the 
nor­ 
theastern edge of Atlanta. They were 
charged with violating federal kid­ 
naping statutes and the Hobbs Act, a 
federal statute making it a crime to 
extort money dealing in interstate 
business, Conroy said. 
The couple was scheduled to appear 
before a U.S. magistrate in Atlanta 
later today. 
2 Cyclists 
Killed On 
Route 23 


The first fatal traffic accident of the 
weekend in the state occurred in 
Pickaway County 12:01 a.m. Saturday 
on Route 23 north of Radcliff Road. 


The double-fatality claimed the lives 
of Johnny Lee Grabans, 31, 1301 East 
Street; and James B. Fausnaugh, 20, 
Route I. 


According to the report taken by 
Sheriff Deputy James C. Deal and 
auxiliary deputy Jack Miller, the 
bodies of the victims were noticed by 
off duty Deputy James Fite, who was 
returning home. The two had ap­ 
parently been dead for some time. 


Deputies believe Grabans, was the 
driver of the cycle. He apparently lost 
control going off the right side of the 
roadway striking a parked semi-truck.

Grabans died of massive head and 
chest injuries, and Fausnaugh of a 
broken neck according to County 
Coroner Dr. Ray Carroll. 
Fausnaugh, born July 6, 1953, was 
the son of Donald and Betty Ramey 
Fausnaugh, 1301 East St., who sur­ 
vive.

Murphy was freed after Constitution 
Managing Editor Jim Minter delivered 
the ransom money at the end of a 
lonely highway 30 miles north of At­ 
lanta. 


The 40-year-old newsman was 
kidnaped Wednesday night by a man 
who said he was a colonel in the 
American Revolutionary Army. 
He said his abductors told him the 
American Revolutionary Army is 
pledged to overthrowing the govern­ 
ment, which it believes is too liberal 
and too corrupt. 


Unshaven and exhausted, Murphy 
spoke with newsmen clustered in front 
of his brick, two-story home after his 
release and then left with FBI agents 
to discuss his 49-hour ordeal. 
“Ifs important for them to know 
they didn’t win a great victory,” he 


said. 
But 
he 
conceded, 
“ They 
frightened me very badly. They 
frightened my family.” 
Standing with his arms around his 
two daughters and his tearful wife, 
Murphy continued: 
“ Before I was so rudely interrupted, 
I used to say this ought to be a civilized 
country. I still think this ought to be a 
civilized country. The people who think 
like this (the kidnapers) are going to 
have to use some other tactics because 
this won’t win them many friends.” 
Murphy, who often has championed 
the causes of minorities and the poor, 
went inside for a shower and then 
reappeared, still unshaven, to tell of 
his experience. 
He said his kidnapers covered his 
eyes with tape and kept him bound and 
locked in the trunk of a car much of the 
time. 


He said he was freed in the parking 
lot of a motel in the northern part of 
Atlanta after Minter delivered the 
ransom. He immediately called his 
wife and his colleagues at the news­ 
paper. 
“About the American Revolutionary 
Army,” he said. “I don’t know enough 
to tell you all the details. It is a group 
of 223 members and six colonels who 
operate throughout the United States. 
They are committed to the overthrow 
of what they called the federal govern­ 
ment. They tell me that all the 
American government is corrupt, the 
federal government, state and local 
government. 
“You ask me if I’m sure of the 
authenticity of this. The answer is no. I 
don’t know. I don’t have any way of 
knowing. I never heard of them 
before.”

The pond is a “kettle hole” left by 
the last glacier as it pushed its way 
into Pickaway County and then 
receded. It is one of the few remnants 
of the glacier and has long been a 
haven for wildlife. 
The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources will maintain the area not 
as a public park but as a nature 
preserve where wildlife may be 
protected in its natural habitat. Trails 
will be constructed through the area so 
the public may study and enjoy the 
area. 
No Girl, No Food, Hearst Says 


HILLSBOROUGH, Calif. (AP) - 
The family of Patricia Hearst is 
waiting to see how her terrorist kid­ 
napers react to learning that their 
latest demand won’t be met unless she 
is released unharmed. 
Charles Gould, publisher of the 
Hearst-owned 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner, said Friday that, if Miss 
Hearst were freed, the Hearst Corp. 
would meet demands for an additional 
$4 million to bolster a $2 million free- 
food program for the needy set up at 
the kidnapers’ insistence. 
Gould said $2 million of the new 
money would be paid “immediately 
upon her release and $2 million will be 
contributed in January 1975. This 
January payment will be evidenced by 
a binding agreement” with the food 
program. 
Miss 
Hearst, 
a 
20-year-old 
sophomore at the University of 
California at Berkeley, was abducted 
Feb. 4 by members of the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army. 


The food program, called People in 
Need, got under way Friday with 
thousands of persons taking home bags 
of free groceries, despite some con­ 
fusion and violence that closed one of 
four distribution outlets in the San 
Francisco Bay area. 


Police shut down the East Oakland 
center after it had served only a 
handful of the 5,000 persons who 
waited in line for several hours. A few 
recipients, apparently angered that 
food was being thrown to them from 
trucks instead of handed out, began 
throwing bottles, cans and milk car­ 
tons at the truck. Police cleared the 
area. 


Sporadic violence continued near the 
center into the evening. Police 
reported a small fire was set at a food 
store a block away and at a hardware 
store in the area. 
The food program was set up by 
Washington Secretary of State A. 
Ludlow Kramer, who predicted the 


original $2 million could be stretched 
by donations to feed 100,000 people a 
month for a year. 


Gould spoke to newsmen after the 
victim’s father, Randolph A. Hearst, 
said he could not afford the new 
demand by 
the 
SLA. 
Hearst 
is 
chairman of the Hearst Corp. and 
editor and president of the Examiner. 


To meet the original $2 million 
demand, Hearst put up $500,000 and the 
family’s Hearst Foundation donated 
$1.5 million. 
“The size of the latest demand of the 
SLA is far 
beyond my financial 
capability,” Hearst said in a brief 
statement. “Therefore, the matter is 
now out of my hands.” 
Gould stressed that “neither the 
Hearst Corp. nor the Hearst Foun­ 
dation is controlled by members of the 
family.” He also said that “no other 
funds (beyond the $4 million) will be 
committed by the corporation or 
foundation under any circumstances.”

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Nitrogen Supply M ay 
Determine Corn Crop

Efficient use of nitrogen is the key to 
producing corn in Ohio during 1974, 
according to lawrence Shepherd, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. Last week, in­ 
dications were the nitrogen supplies in 
the United States would fall 2 million 
tons short of demand, he explains. 
Shortages of from 15 to 46 per cent- 
varying from one state to another-are 
predicted for this spring and summer. 
Based on apparent shifts in marketing 
by several nitrogen suppliers who had 
large sales in Ohio but have taken most 
of their business elsewhere, projec­ 
tions are that the state’s nitrogen 
supply could be as much as 40 per cent 
short of demand, the specialist says. 
January planting intentions of Ohio 
farmers indicated they would increase 
their acres in com by 15 per cent and 
decrease soybean acres by 8 per cent 
in 1974, compared to 1973. Shortages of 
fertilizers-especially nitrogen-and fuel 
may make this goal for com im­ 
practical. 


Shepherd says that com in a con­ 
tinuous com system will be hardest hit 
by lack of nitrogen. In 1973, he points 
out, in tests on continuous com plots 
where no nitrogen was applied, yields 
ranged from a low of 12 bushels per 
acre on Hoytville soils to 20 bushels per 
acre on Crosby soil, and up to 40 
bushels per acre on Brookston soil. 
Nitrogen recommendations vary 
with yield goals and the previous crop, 
says the specialist. In 1974, be sure of 
your nitrogen supply for com before 
you plant the crop. If you can’t get 
enough nitrogen to fertilize all of your 
com acres at levels in line with your 
yield goals, be prepared to switch 
some acreage to beans. 
The best way to make efficient use of 
fertilizers is by having your soil tested, 
Shepherd suggests. Recommendations 
then can be made on the exact needs of 
the soil for the intended crop. Further 
details on fertilizers and production 
techniques are in the Ohio Agronomy 
Guide,

Beef Cows 
M ay Need 
Vitamin A

Agriculture 
The period from mid-February to 
mid-April is critical for beef cows in 
Ohio, as far as nutrition is concerned, 
says Richard Smith, Extension Animal 
Science Specialist at The Ohio State 
University. 
Cows have the ability to store a 6- 
months supply of protein and Vitamin 
A while on pasture, but these reserves 
are nearly depleted by this time of 
year. 
So, Smith urges livestockmen to give 
special attention now to cows that have 
been running in stalk fields 
or 
receiving poor quality hay. Corn stalks 
are low in both protein and vitamin A, 
the specialist points out. Poor quality 
hay is likely to be low in these 
ingredients, 
too. 
Also, 
stored 
roughages lose much of their vitamin 
A content by mid-March, Smith says. 
If your cows have been running on 
stalk fields or receiving poor quality 
hay, it might pay to give them better 
hay and possibly some protein sup­ 
plement with vitamin A added. This is 
especially true if they’re close to 
calving. 
After 
calving, 
feed 
requirements go up, too. During 
lactation, feed requirements increase 
50 per cent, protein and energy needs 
go up 75 per cent, and need for vitamin 
A and minerals doubles. 
Vitamin A deficiencies most com­ 
monly become apparent when calves 
are born weak or blind. Should in­ 
dications of this occur in your herd, 
Smith recommends quick consultation 
with your veterinarian about injecting 
the herd with vitamin A to correct the 
deficiency.

Spangler said, a surv ey o f gaso line- 
po wered farm tracto rs in o ne mid- 
western state sho wed that nearly three 
fo urths o f the tracto rs were capable o f 
dev elo ping o nly 7 5 per cent o f their 
rated ho rsepo wer because o f neglected 
maintenance. 
: Ano ther fuel sav ing idea is to paint 
y o ur fuel sto rage tank o r mo v e it o ut o f 
the ho t sun. As much as three per cent 
o f fuel sto red abo v e gro und in dark 
co lo red, 
unshaded 
tanks 
can 
ev apo rate. A white painted tank can 
cut ev apo ratio n lo sses to less than o ne 
per cent. Shading the tank can sub­ 
stitute fo r painting. 
Using the right tracto r fo r the right 
jo b can be ano ther fuel sav er, Spangler 
said. USDA figures sho w that U. S. 
farms av erage three tracto rs to day . 
Tracto rs o perating at rated engine 
speeds pro v ide better fuel efficiency at 
full lo ads than at light lo ads. Fo r 
ex ample, a 45-hp tracto r will put o ut 11 
hp-ho urs o f wo rk fo r each gallo n o f 
gaso line when o perated at full lo ad. If 
a 10 0 -hp tracto r were put o n the same 
jo b requiring 45 hp, he said, fuel ef­ 
ficiency wo uld dro p and o nly abo ut 
eight ho rsepo wer-ho urs o f wo rk wo uld 
be o btained fro m each gallo n o f fuel. 
Keep kniv es, shear bars and o ther 
cutting edges sharp fo r max imum 
energy efficiency , Mr. Spangler said. 
A dull knife can do uble the po wer 
needed to o perate a cutter bar, he 
added. 
A final fuel 
sav ing 
suggestio n, 
Spangler say s, is to break fuel wasting 
habits. Shut o ff the tracto r engine 
when it is likely to be inactiv e fo r so me 
time. Re-starting the mo to r will o ften 
use co nsiderably less fuel than idling. 
Also , fields that can be wo rked the lo ng 
way cut do wn o n the number o f turns 
that are an inefficient use o f fuel 
energy .

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creased demand must come from 
certified seed shipped in from other 
states or from uncertified seed of 
unknown quality, the specialist points 
out. In 1973, there were 52,000 acres of 
soybeans inspected in Ohio. These 
acres produced about 2V« million 
bushels of certified seed. Seed for the 
additional \Vz million acres will have 
to come from other sources. An in­ 
crease in soybean planting in 1974 will 
probably mean that much of the ad­ 
ditional seed will come from un­ 
certified soybeans. 
If there’s a chance you may plant 
more acres of soybeans, consider these 
steps: 
Secure seed now. 
Don’t treat until planting time. If 
uncertified seed is not treated and not 
needed for planting, you can sell them 
as commercial soybeans. 
Have a germination test now on all 
uncertified soybeans intended for 
seed. If germination tests indicate less 
than 80 per cent germination, look for 
better seed. A germination test can be 
made by the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture by bringing a sample to 
the County Extension Office, at 137 W. 
Franklin Street, Circleville. 
If Phomposis seed treatment is 
needed, use the planter box method. 
Innoculate seed if soybeans have not 
been grown in that field within 3 or 4 
years. 
Refer to the Ohio Agronomy Guide, 
Extension Bulletin 472, for variety 
selection and production practices- 
particularly for double cropping, m e 
Guide is available at the Pickaway 
County Cooperative Extension Service 
Office. 


Although farmers have a top priority 
when it comes to fuel, it is still 
essential that they do all they can to 
conserve as much energy as possible. 
This reminder comes from Walton W. 
Spangler, Executive Director for the 
Pickaway 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service 
(ASCS). 
“I believe many farmers plan to 
expand their production in 1974, as the 
new farm programs permit them to do, 
and this is one reason it’s so important 
that they take steps to conserve all the 
fuel they can, Walton W. Spangler 
said. 
To help in this fuel effort, the 
following tips are recommended by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture’s 
Extension engineers. 
A tune-up is the first essential, he 
said. Careful adjustment of the fuel-air 
ratio, correct timing, good plugs, and a 
clean cooling system are critical for 
farm m achinery to operate 
at 
maximum efficiency. 
Spangler said, a survey of gasoline- 
powered farm tractors in one mid­ 
western state showed that nearly three 
fourths of the tractors were capable of 
developing only 75 per cent of their 
rated horsepower because of neglected 
maintenance. 
: Another fuel saving idea is to paint 
your fuel storage tank or move it out of 
the hot sun. As much as three per cent 
of fuel stored above ground in dark 
colored, 
unshaded 
tanks 
can 
evaporate. A white painted tank can 
cut evaporation losses to less than one 
per cent. Shading the tank can sub­ 
stitute for painting. 
Using the right tractor for the right 
job can be another fuel saver, Spangler 
said. USDA figures show that U. S. 
farms average three tractors today. 
Tractors operating at rated engine 
speeds provide better fuel efficiency at 
full loads than at light loads. For 
example, a 45-hp tractor will put out ll 
hp-hours of work for each gallon of 
gasoline when operated at full load. If 
a 10O-hp tractor were put on the same 
job requiring 45 hp, he said, fuel ef­ 
ficiency would drop and only about 
eight horsepower-hours of work would 
be obtained from each gallon of fuel. 
Keep knives, shear bars and other 
cutting edges sharp for maximum 
energy efficiency, Mr. Spangler said. 
A dull knife can double the power 
needed to operate a cutter bar, he 
added. 
A final fuel saving suggestion, 
Spangler says, is to break fuel wasting 
habits. Shut off the tractor engine 
when it is likely to be inactive for some 
time. Re-starting the motor will often 
use considerably less fuel than idling. 
Also, fields that can be worked the long 
way cut down on the number of turns 
that are an inefficient use of fuel 
energy.

NEW YORK—All signs point to a 
day , perhaps not too far off, when 
money will go out of sty le. Purchases 
of most kinds will be made without 
cash or checks. 
Will the ex pensiv ely furnished banks 
now possibly more numerous than 
activ e gas stations, close their doors 
and turn their business ov er to small 
machines that will handle man’s 
monetary needs just as a phonebooth 
takes care of his calls? More im­ 
portantly , what will become of the 
more than 1,000,000 Americans now 
employ ed by banks? That’s the grav e 
concern of Howard Coughlin, president 
of 
the 
Office 
& 
Professional 
Employ ees International Union. 
Computerization is already well on 
its way to completely rev olutionizing 
the banking business. Your signature 
on a check is now as obsolete as the use 
of beeswax to seal a letter. That string 
of incomprehensible letters in the 
bottom lefthand comer of the check is 
the real y ou. 
It is estimated that 40,000 cash 
dispensing machines will be operating 
night and day and sev en day s a week 
by 19 8 0, each replacing thousands of 
trained bank clerks and related em­ 
ploy ees. That will sav e the bank rents 
and eliminate pay rolls and will be 
hailed by muggers lurking about until 
they spot money being publicly with­ 
drawn. 
There are a couple of supermarkets 
in Lincoln, Neb., where a customer can 
not only shop and pay by inserting a 
coded card into a slot but also 
“ deposit’* or “ withdraw” other funds 
by computer. Can’t cheat on the 
computer, either. If y ou try to “ with­ 
draw” too much, the computer in­ 
stantly flashes a “ tilt” signal to the 
store. 
The banks, naturally , welcome the 
new day coming. In 19 72 their armies 
of workers handled 72 billion checks. 
The gov ernment may be delighted, 
too. A recent Federal law prov ides for 
electronically dispensed pay ments of 
welfare benefits to the needy elderly , 
blind or disabled. Uncle Sam simply 
pushes a button or two and a checkless 
deposit is made directly to the ac­ 
counts of the beneficiaries. 
Mr. Coughlin is going about the 
enormous job of shoring up the 
inev itable v ictory of machine ov er 
man. His AFL-CIO—affiliated union 
has negotiated iron-clad contracts with 
20 banks throughout the country , for 
starters. It includes retraining of laid- 
off workers. It’s a long road. 
The

NEW YORK (AP) - Harried by 
currency instabilities, inv estors the 
world ov er hav e been bidding up the 
price of cultural objects to what once 
would 
hav e 
been 
considered 
dismay ing lev els. 
Call these purchasers Philistines 
because their interest might be in 
financial security rather than the 
beauty of their purchases and they are 
likely to reply that they are also wise 
men. 
And it is difficult to disagree with the 
proposition that an object that com­ 
bines infinite beauty and enough 
demand to command a market price of 
$4,9 23 a square inch, rising all the 
time, isn’t a worthy inv estment. 
That was the price paid last y ear for 
a small Rembrandt etching, “ The 
Agony in the Garden.” It measures 4% 
inches by 3V4 inches, and was pur­ 
chased for $70,000. 
But lesser objects, such as stamps, 
fine clocks and watches, porcelain, 
rare books and manuscripts, artistic 
weather v anes, paperweights, gold 
and silv er, diamonds, coins, tapestries 
and snuffbox es also are commanding 
steadily rising prices. 
Franz Pick, who long has kept 
records of such things in “ this 33rd 
y ear of worldwide inflation,” ex plains 
the phenomenon in these words:

Pick, a monetary consultant who 
unsuccessfully seeks to damp a 
smoldering fury against the “ currency 
debasers” and the gov ernment offi­ 
cials who permit “ the rav ages of 
monetary cancer,” is among those 
who considers the Philistines wise. 


The market in cultural equities, he 
observ es, 
is 
largely 
free 
from 
securities analy sts and gov ernment 
meddling. He comments in his latest 
“ World Currency Report” that: 
“ No calculations of earning capacity 
or of div idends for such items as a 34- 
centuries-old sphinx ex ist, and no 
security analy st can predict the trend 
of 18 th century Cremona v iolins ...” 


The market therefore “ is relativ ely 
free of major mismanagement and not 
y et burdened by confiscatory gov ern­ 
ment controls.” Need it be ex plained 
that Pick feels that free, unstructured 
markets are a bit more wholesome 
than administered ones?

The study and understanding of 
v itamins and minerals in modern diets 
has for y ears been rather casually 
considered. This was particularly so 
when there was no clinical ev idence or 
sy mptoms of a deficiency of a par­ 
ticular v itamin. 
Vitamin A was discov ered more than 
half a century ago, but relativ ely 
limited knowledge about it has ac­ 
cumulated ov er these y ears. 
Dr. 
Benjamin 
E. 
Cohen 
of 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston has been doing ex perimental 
work with high doses of Vitamin A. 
Recently , in conjunction with the 
National Institute of 
Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, Dr. Cohen has 
reported greater resistance to in­ 
fection in animals giv en high doses of 
Vitamin A. The so-called “ immune 
response,” so v ital in fighting off in­ 
fectious diseases, was increased. 
Dr. Cohen also believ es that Vitamin 
A will ev entually play an important 
role in the prev ention and ev en in the 
treatment of certain kinds of cancer. 
The subtleties of the manner in 
which Vitamin A and other v itamins 
influence the body intrigue scientists 
more and more.

No More Filthy Lucre 


NEW YORK—All signs point to a 
day, perhaps not too far off, when 
money will go out of style. Purchases 
of most kinds will be made without 
cash or checks. 
Will the expensively furnished banks 
now possibly more numerous than 
active gas stations, close their doors 
and turn their business over to small 
machines that will handle man’s 
monetary needs just as a phonebooth 
takes care of his calls? More im­ 
portantly, what will become of the 
more than 1,000,000 Americans now 
employed by banks? That’s the grave 
concern of Howard Coughlin, president 
of 
the 
Office 
Sc 
Professional 
Employees International Union. 
Computerization is already well on 
its way to completely revolutionizing 
the banking business. Your signature 
on a check is now as obsolete as the use 
of beeswax to seal a letter. That string 
of incomprehensible letters in the 
bottom lefthand comer of the check is 
the real you. 
It is estimated that 40,000 cash 
dispensing machines will be operating 
night and day and seven days a week 
by 1980, each replacing thousands of 
trained bank clerks and related em­ 
ployees. That will save the bank rents 
and eliminate payrolls and will be 
hailed by muggers lurking about until 
they spot money being publicly with­ 
drawn. 
There are a couple of supermarkets 
in Lincoln, Neb., where a customer can 
not only shop and pay by inserting a 
coded card into a slot but also 
“deposit” or “withdraw” other funds 
by computer. Can’t cheat on the 
computer, either. If you try to “with­ 
draw” too much, the computer in­ 
stantly flashes a “tilt” signal to the 
store. 
The banks, naturally, welcome the 
new day coming. In 1972 their armies 
of workers handled 72 billion checks. 
The government may be delighted, 
too.

Call these purchasers Philistines 
because their interest might be in 
financial security rather than the 
beauty of their purchases and they are 
likely to reply that they are also wise 
men. 
And it is difficult to disagree with the 
proposition that an object that com­ 
bines infinite beauty and enough 
demand to command a market price of 
$4,923 a square inch, rising all the 
time, isn’t a worthy investment. 
That was the price paid last year for 
a small Rembrandt etching, “The 
Agony in the Garden.” It measures 4% 
inches by 3V4 inches, and was pur­ 
chased for $70,000. 
But lesser objects, such as stamps, 
fine clocks and watches, porcelain, 
rare books and manuscripts, artistic 
weather vanes, paperweights, gold 
and silver, diamonds, coins, tapestries 
and snuffboxes also are commanding 
steadily rising prices. 
Franz Pick, who long has kept 
records of such things in “this 33rd 
year of worldwide inflation,” explains 
the phenomenon in these words: 


“The debacles in the stock markets 
and the tragedies of bond holders and 
owners of savings bank accounts along 
with the oil problems and the un­ 
balanced 
political 
conditions 
throughout the year brought into focus 
once more the objects of arts and 
culture as vehicles for the protection of 
money.” 


Pick, a monetary consultant who 
unsuccessfully seeks to dam p a 
smoldering fury against the “currency 
debasers” and the government offi­ 
cials who permit “the ravages of 
monetary cancer,” is among those 
who considers the Philistines wise. 


The market in cultural equities, he 
observes, is largely free from 
securities analysts and government 
meddling. He comments in his latest 
“World Currency Report” that: 
“No calculations of earning capacity 
or of dividends for such items as a 34- 
centuries-old sphinx exist, and no 
security analyst can predict the trend 
of 18th century Cremona violins ...” 


The market therefore “is relatively 
free of major mismanagement and not 
yet burdened by confiscatory govern­ 
ment controls.” Need it be explained 
that Pick feels that free, unstructured 
markets are a bit more wholesome 
than administered ones?

DETROIT (AP) — Two heroin ad­ 
dicts have received the first of a series 
of acupuncture treatments here under 
a program to test the effectiveness of 
the Chinese needle therapy in treating 
narcotics addiction. 
Officials say the treatment won’t 
cure heroin addiction but will lessen 
the symptoms of narcotics with­ 
drawal. By relieving the pain, officials 
hope to be able to slowly withdraw the 
narcotic until the patient is free of his 
drug dependence. 
The two women, both in their mid- 
20s, received the first treatments 
Thursday at Henry Ford Hospital from 
Dr. Jerome Stewart, an osteopath who 
has been using acupuncture for two 
years to treat a variety of ailments. 
“One woman said she could feel the 
muscles relaxing and the other ex­ 
perienced a vibrating sensation,” a 
hospital spokesman said. “They said it 
was not painful — but not pleasant." 
Stewart said he treated four cases of 
heroin addiction with acupuncture, the 
insertion of long needles at key points 
over the body, in his East Side clinic 
before the Ford Hospital experiment. 
“The addicts seemed to improve,” 
he said. But he added there was no 
long-range followup on their condition.

China’s strange anti-Confu ciu s 
camp aign grows more my stify ing all 
the time, and the gu essing is that a 
contest is tak ing shap e at the top of the 
Commu nist p ower p y ramid . 
Du rable Premier Chou En-lai is 
p u shing 76 , and Mao Tsetu ng, chair­ 
man of the p arty , was 80 in December. 
They may be secu re enou gh as Nos. 1 
and 2, bu t both hav e been d escribed by 
v isitors lately as feeling the weight of 
their y ears. 
Obv iou sly , their era of p reeminence 
mu st come to an end before v ery long. 
That alone might hav e been enou gh 
to create consid erable ferment. The 
p ictu re is ex tremely mu rk y , bu t a 
lik ely line of sp ecu lation has it that 
there are two factions, with the far-ou t 
rad icals mak ing mu ch noise bu t the 
mod erate element still able to p rev ent 
the p ot from boiling ov er into ex cesses 
lik e those of the 19 6 6 -6 9 Cu ltu ral 
Rev olu tion. 
The p arty ind icates a new rou nd of 
cu ltu ral rev olu tion is in the mak ing, 
and while it may be better controlled 
than the last, it cou ld wind u p with 
y ou nger men showing their p olitical 
mu scle. 
In any case, China’s foreign p olicy 
seem s u nlik ely to u nd ergo any 
significant change, w hatev er the 
ou tcome. Bu t relations with the Sov iet 
Union may worsen. 
The anti-Confu ciu s camp aign began, 
rather low-k ey ed , d irectly after the 
10th Commu nist Congress of Au gu st 
19 73, when two fu ll y ears had elap sed 
since the fall of Defense Minister Lin 
Piao. He is alleged to hav e d ied in a 
p lane crash while fleeing toward Mos­ 
cow with cop lotters against Mao. 
The nation has been withou t a 
d efense minister since 
Sep tember 
19 71. It has been withou t a chief of 
state — chairman of gov ernment — 
since the cu ltu ral rev olu tion top p led 
the v enerable Presid ent Liu Shaochi. 
At the 9 th Commu nist Congress in 
19 6 9 , Lin Piao’s official annointment as 
Mao’s “su ccessor” was written into a 
new p arty constitu tion. That congress 
named a new p arty Central Committee 
top -heav y with military men, 123 to 75 
gov ernment figu res. 
At the 10th congress, the army had a 
comed own, emerging with only 6 3 on 
the committee against 71 gov ernment 
p ersonnel. It seemed a d elicate 
balance had been stru ck between 
gov ernm ent 
and 
m ilitary 
bu reau cracies. 
There is now no officially d esignated 
su ccessor to Mao, and p erhap s those 


try ing to fill it want to sou nd more 
Maoist than Mao in su p p ort of cease­ 
less rev olu tion. 
They may ev en d ominate the anti- 
Confu ciu s camp aign, bu t the wily and 
resilient Chou , su rv iv or of many 
p olitical u p heav als, seems still able to 
k eep it from getting ou t of control. 
The camp aign attribu tes all manner 
of ev il to followers of the sage whose 
p hilosop hy p erv ad ed China for 2,500 
y ears. “Confu cianist” Lin Piao alleg­ 
ed ly wanted to seize all p ower, restore 
cap italism, mak e China a Sov iet 
colony and com m it. other heinou s 
crimes. 
Possibly Lin wanted to slid e into Liu 
Shao-chi’s chief-of-state slot, seek ing 
control of both p arty and gov ernment. 
Mao head ed only the p arty , hav ing lost 
the gov ernment chairmanship 15 y ears 
ago in a crisis.

China’s strange anti-Confucius 
campaign grows more mystifying all 
the time, and the guessing is that a 
contest is taking shape at the top of the 
Communist power pyramid. 
Durable Premier Chou En-lai is 
pushing 76, and Mao Tsetung, chair­ 
man of the party, was 80 in December. 
They may be secure enough as Nos. I 
and 2, but both have been described by 
visitors lately as feeling the weight of 
their years. 
Obviously, their era of preeminence 
must come to an end before very long. 
That alone might have been enough 
to create considerable ferment. The 
picture is extremely murky, but a 
likely line of speculation has it that 
there are two factions, with the far-out 
radicals making much noise but the 
moderate element still able to prevent 
the pot from boiling over into excesses 
like those of the 1966-69 Cultural 
Revolution. 
The party indicates a new round of 
cultural revolution is in the making, 
and while it may be better controlled 
than the last, it could wind up with 
younger men showing their political 
muscle. 
In any case, China’s foreign policy 
seems unlikely to undergo any 
significant change, whatever the 
outcome. But relations with the Soviet 
Union may worsen. 
The anti-Confucius campaign began, 
rather low-keyed, directly after the 
10th Communist Congress of August 
1973, when two full years had elapsed 
since the fall of Defense Minister Lin 
Piao. He is alleged to have died in a 
plane crash while fleeing toward Mos­ 
cow with coplotters against Mao. 
The nation has been without a 
defense minister since 
September 
1971. It has been without a chief of 
state — chairman of government — 
since the cultural revolution toppled 
the venerable President Liu Shaochi. 
At the 9th Communist Congress in 
1969, Lin Piao’s official annointment as 
Mao’s “ successor” was written into a 
new party constitution. That congress 
named a new party Central Committee 
top-heavy with military men, 123 to 75 
government figures. 
At the 10th congress, the army had a 
comedown, emerging with only 63 on 
the committee against 71 government 
personnel. It seemed a delicate 
balance had been struck between 
government 
and 
military 
bureaucracies. 
There is now no officially designated 
successor to Mao, and perhaps those 
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trying to fill it want to sound more 
Maoist than Mao in support of cease­ 
less revolution. 
They may even dominate the anti- 
Confucius campaign, but the wily and 
resilient 
Chou, survivor of many 
political upheavals, seems still able to 
keep it from getting out of control. 
The campaign attributes all manner 
of evil to followers of the sage whose 
philosophy pervaded China for 2,500 
years. “ Confucianism’ Un Piao alleg­ 
edly wanted to seize all power, restore 
capitalism, make China a Soviet 
colony and commit. other heinous 
crimes. 
Possibly Un wanted to slide into Uu 
Shao-chi’s chief-of-state slot, seeking 
control of both party and government. 
Mao headed only the party, having lost 
the government chairmanship 15 years 
ago in a crisis. 
Chou En-lai may be a target of the 
anti-Confucian drive.

Bu t analy sts say it wo n’t hav e a 
similar effect o n the interest rates 
co nsu mers p ay o n installment lo ans o r 
mo rtgages. 
“The imp act will be nil,” say s o ne 
banker. 
That’s becau se the p rime — the 
minimu m bo rro wing fee banks charge 
their mo st creditwo rthy co rp o rate 
cu sto mers — is a sho rt-term rate that 
flu ctu ates o ften in resp o nse to changes 
in bu siness co nditio ns. 
Co nsu mer installment lo ans and 
mo rtgages, o n the o ther hand, are fo r 
lo nger p erio ds and are far less sen­ 
sitiv e to daily changes in the eco no my .

CIRCLEVILLE 
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Gasoline Boosted To 26 States 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- More 
gasoline has been promised for 26 
states, but for many motorists at­ 
tempting to buy fuel this weekend the 
only realities are less gas, more 
promises and a possible nationwide 


strike by independent station owners. 
Energy chief William E. Simon on 
Friday night made his second an­ 
nouncement of the week of additional 
allotments for certain states, ordering 
an additional 326 million gallons to 26 
Ohioans To 
More For Gas 
Pay 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio 
motorists face penny price boosts at 
the gas pump next week as a result of a 
ruling by the Federal Energy Office. 
The FEO granted the increases to all 
service stations that have had their 
gasoline allocations cut 15 per cent or 
more below their 1972 allocation levels. 
Checks with gasoline retail dealers 
associations showed that nearly all 
service stations in northern Ohio, and 
many stations in central and south­ 
western Ohio, intended to take ad­ 
vantage of the price increase. 
The increases, which go into effect 
March I, are in addition to any 
wholesale price increases tacked on by 
the oil companies. 
The Ohio Public Utilities Com­ 
mission, in the meantime, is trying to 
determine how much gasoline was 
rerouted out of Ohio last week during 
confusion over a reported 2 per cent 
allocation cut by the FEO. 
Robert Spiro, a spokesman for the 
commission’s fuel allocation center in 
Columbus, said initial reports show the 
Shell Oil Co. rerouted 300,000 gallons of 
gasoline out of Ohio, while a smaller 
company, Continental, diverted 400,000 


gallons. 
R. F. Woodworth, Shell’s southern 
district manager in Dayton, said local 
supplies are being used to make up for 
the redistribution. 
And a spokesman for Standard Oil 
Co of Ohio said a planned shipment of 
110,000 gallons of gasoline to Kentucky 
and West Virginia has been halted. 
The companies started shipping fuel 
out of the state after Energy Chief 
William Simon announced Feb. 8 a 2 
per cent fuel allocation cutback for 
Ohio. Simon this week apparently 
shelved that order—at least until 
March—after FEO statistics were 
disputed. 
Dealers’ associations in Cleveland, 
Youngstown and Cincinnati reported 
almost all of their dealers qualify for 
the price increase. 
Service station spokesmen in Dayton 
and Columbus, however, indicated 
that only a third to a half of the stations 
would raise prices. 
Dealers’ 
association 
leaders 
criticized the one-cent boost as in­ 
sufficient to curb the number of ser­ 
vice stations going out of business 
because of the fuel shortage. 
Cut In Prime Interest Rate 
Won't Affect Small Borrowers 


NEW YORK (AP) - The cut in the 
prime lending rate of many com­ 
mercial banks from 9 to 83/4 per cent on 
Friday means big business will pay 
less to borrow, 
But analysts say it won’t have a 
similar effect on the interest rates 
consumers pay on installment loans or 
mortgages. 
“The impact will be nil,” says one 
banker. 
That’s because the prime — the 
minimum borrowing fee banks charge 
their most creditworthy corporate 
customers — is a short-term rate that 
fluctuates often in response to changes 
in business conditions. 
Consumer installment loans and 
mortgages, on the other hand, are for 
longer periods and are far less sen­ 
sitive to daily changes in the economy. 
The rates on these loans tend to change 
much more infrequently than the 
prime rate. 
The prime at one major New York 
bank, for instance, has fluctuated 
scores of times in the last 15 years, 
while the bank’s rate on consumer car 
loans has moved only six times. 
New York’s First National City 
Bank, the nation’s second largest 
commercial bank and traditionally a 
leader in making changes in the key 
interest rate, set off Friday’s move. 
Bank of America, the largest 
commercial bank, quickly followed, 
and the lower rate was expected to 
Impeachment 
Panel Sees 
Cooperation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee has indicated it 
expects the White House to cooperate 
with its opening request for documents 
for its impeachment inquiry. 
The committee’s first request, 
drawn up Friday, was based on a list of 
evidence the White House already has 
given special Watergate prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski. 
Albert E. Jenner Jr., chief minority 
counsel, told reporters it would be 
“asinine” for the White House to 
refuse to give the committee anything 
it had already given Jaworski. 
“We’re 
not 
going to ask 
for 
everything at one time. We will make a 
reasonable request,” said special 
counsel John M. Doar. 
Doar said it should take only a day or 
two to provide the material requested. 
The contents of the request were not 
revealed. 
Meanwhile, the White House made 
its first move in defense of President 
Nixon. It ordered the Justice Depart­ 
ment to send the committee its legal 
brief which differs with the committee 
staff’s conclusion that a president may 
be impeached for noncriminal of­ 
fenses. 
White House special counsel James 
D. St. Clair is preparing a second brief 
on the subject for presentation to the 
committee next week.

become industrywide. 
One reason that movements in the 
prime have little immediate impact on 
mortgages is that most mortgage 
money comes from savings and loan 
associations and not from commercial 
banks. These organizations have no 
direct link with commercial banks or 
changes in these banks’ interest rates. 
But fluctuations in the prime do 
mirror changes in the open money 
market, where banks and corporations 
raise funds. And sustained changes in 
the money market tend to influence all 
types of loans, both business and 
personal. 
Last year, for instance, surging 
demand for business loans sent the 
prime up an unprecedented four per 
cent to a record IO per cent. 
Mortgage rates also increased, from 
about 7H per cent to IO per cent. But 
even at that steep rate there was not 
enough money to meet the demand of 
all prospective home buyers. 


Liberals Gain 
In Britian 


LONDON (AP) — A public opinon 
poll showed hefty gains today for the 
middle-of-the-road Liberal party, 
casting more doubt over the outcome 
of Britain’s national election next 
Thursday. 
The poll conducted by the Louis 
Harris organization indicated the 
Liberals might well avoid their usual 
crushing between the Labor and Con­ 
servative parties. Some political ob­ 
servers predicted they might even 
take part in a coalition government. 
Political analysts said that, at the 
least, the poll gave rising support to 
the claim that Liberal leader Jeremy 
Thorpe would have a good chance of 
holding the balance between the coun­ 
try’s two major parties in the next 
Parliament. 
The poll gave the Liberals 23.5 per 
cent of those expressing an opinion, 
while giving Conservatives 40 per cent 
and Laborites 33.5 per cent. Three per 
cent supported other parties and six 
per cent had no choice. 
Equally significant, the poll showed 
that Thorpe is running even with 
Prime Minister Edward Heath in 
terms of popularity. Both men 
received 32.5 per cent when the 
pollster asked those surveyed to say 
which man they favored as prime 
minister irrespective of party. Labor 
leader Harold Wilson got 26.5 per cent 
with the rest undecided. 
The Liberals, who received only six 
per cent of the vote in 1970, demon­ 
strated a steady increase in popularity 
earlier in the week as other polls 
showed their strength from 16.5 to 21 
per cent. 
Political commentators said the gain 
resulted from the Liberals’ standing 
aloof from the shouting match between 
Heath and Wilson over Heath’s eco­ 
nomic policies and the role of Com­ 
munists in the coal miners’s dispute. 
The Harris survey was taken before 
the election debate was thrown into 
turmoil by the government Pay 
Board’s discovery that the striking 
miners had understated rather than 
overstated their case for more pay.

In Delaware, one of the states to 
receive an additonal allotment, Gov. 
Sherman W. Tribbitt announced he 
would implement a mandatory ra­ 
tioning program after midnight 
Sunday to keep lines at gasoline 
stations down to a reasonable length. 
More gasoline also is headed for 
Maryland, another state plagued with 
long lines at service stations. But just 
how much is not certain. 
A U.S. District Court judge in 
Baltimore Friday ordered the Federal 
Energy Office to allocate an additional 
16 million gallons of gasoline to the 
state. But the FEO won a stay in the 
order late Friday night from Tem­ 
porary Court of Appeals. 
Simon said that the additional 
allotments would begin flowing to 
service stations quickly, in some cases 
immediately, and should alleviate long 
lines at gas stations. 
Ten per cent increases in the 
February gasoline supplies were given 
to 24 states and the District. Two states 
were given 6 per cent increases. 
These increases are mandatory, 
Simon said. Oil companies must 
provide them by drawing from their 
own gasoline stocks. 
Simon also said the energy office 
would work with all states to improve 
reporting systems and allow greater 
equalization of gasoline supplies in 
March. 
Eighteen states were given up to 5 
per cent increases Tuesday, some of 
which had received a similar spurt 
earlier in the month. 
The announcement was spurred by 
threats of widespread shutdowns by 
dealers. 
In Washington, Charles Binsted, 
president of the National Congress of 
Petroleum Retailers — an association 
of independent station owners — 
warned that his 70,000 members would 
shut down their stations Monday 
unless they got a Friday afternoon 
meeting with government officials. 
They got the meeting and after it 
Binsted said he was “more confident” 
the shutdown could be averted but he 
still warned that dealers would have to 
get price increases and methods for 
serving regular customers. 
Ohio Solider 
Disappears; 
Search On 


SIERRA VISTA, Ariz. (AP) — 
Authorities say they have interviewed 
more than 170 persons in the 
mysterious disappearance of an Ohio 
Army private but still have no new 
leads in the case. 
Pfc. David Kyler, 24, last was seen 
Oct. 31 when he stormed out of a local 
nightclub after an argument with his 
estranged wife, Karen and a male 
friend of hers. 
The Kylers, both from Jeromesville, 
Ohio, separated last September after 
six months of marriage and were 
attempting a reconciliation at the time 
of his disappearance, friends say. 
Cochise County attorney’s in­ 
vestigator William Pettit says he is 
looking at the case as a possible 
homicide, although he says it also is 
possible that Kyler deserted the Army. 
Kyler was stationed at Ft. Huachuca 
near here, and the Army has classified 
him as absent without leave. 
Investigators say Mrs. Kyler has 
given them conflicting stories about 
her husband’s disappearance, in­ 
cluding hints that he might have been 
killed and buried in the desert near 
here.
